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DETAILED ACTION 
Abstract 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because phrases which can be 
implied, such as "is disclosed" and "The present invention is further directed" (see lines 
1 and 4) should not be present therein. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the writing member 
(claim 5) must be shown or the feature canceled from the claim. No new matter should 
be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The recitation of the chamber being "sealed" (claim 6) does 
not have antecedent basis in the specification. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 1-3 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Adier (GB 2 219 255). In regard to claim 1 . Adier discloses a novelty flexible topper 
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comprised of a flexible housing 12 forming a chamber for containing a toy 20 and a 
topper securement 14, 16 engaged to the housing. It is noted that the housing 12 is 
disclosed as being made from plastic, which is inherently flexible to some degree. 
Further, the Applicant cites plastic as a material that can be used to make the flexible 
housing of the instant invention (see page 6, line 9). In regard to claim 2, the 
securement is postioned on an end region of a cylindrical body P having a longitudinal 
bore (wherein the lead is received). In regard to claim 3, the chamber is fluid filled. In 
regard to claim 5, Adier discloses a combination writing device and novelty flexible 
topper comprised of a cylindrical body P having a bore and an end region, a writing 
member (the lead) having a tip and writing supply in the bore, a flexible housing 12 for 
containing a toy 20 and having fluid therein and a topper securement 14, 16 engaged to 
the housing and positioned on the end region of the cylindrical body. In regard to claim 
6, AdIer discloses a novelty flexible topper comprised of aflexible housing 12 for 
containing a toy 20 and a connector 14, 16 for engaging a dispensing device P and 
attached to the housing to thereby seal said housing. In regard to claim 7, the chamber 
is fluid-filled. 

Claims 1, 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Schimmel. In regard to claim 1 , Schimmel discloses a novelty flexible topper comprised 
of a flexible housing 1 1forming a chamber for containing a toy 1 5 and a topper 
securement 14 engaged to the housing. In regard to claim 2, the securement 14 is 
positioned on an end region 19 of a cylindrical body having a longitudinal bore. In 
regard to claim 4, the securement is positioned on a bubble dispenser 1 8. 
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Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. The Yeh, Wilhelm, Lee, Lile and Bodino references are cited for 
disclosing other pertinent structures.
